Every liege robject is 
beund to speak the whole truth to the King, but 
there is nae recijvodty of obligaUon — tud for 
Ste«iie having been wlules a dike^louper at a 
time, ia it for you, who are his goldsmith, and to 
whtHfl, I doubt, he awes aa uncomatable sum, 
to cast that up to him ?" 

Heriot did not feel himself called on to play 
the part of Zeno, and, saciifice himself for up- 
holdiag the cause of moral truth ; he did not de- 
sert i^ however, by disavowing his words, but 
mmply expressed sorrow ttff having offended his 
Majesty, with which the placable King was suf- 
fidmtly satisfied.
